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A celebration in times past 


Independence Day at, the time of 
World War I was always a stirring oc- 
casion. The town bandstand at that 
time served as the playing site for 
members of “the Yankee Division 
Band. Stanley Webber, who once 
played on the bandstand, recently 
recounted his memories to the Town 
Crier. 

Nearby stood the house pictured 
here, the Fred Lowell house, as it was 
called at that time. It was the home 
of Wilmington's printer. 

The house has since been torn down. 

It stood approximately where the 
home of attorney Tim Kane now 
stands, next to the Wilmington 
Memorial Library. At the time of the 
photo, it was next to the old St. 
Thomas Church. 

One hundred years ago it was the 
property of Michael Carlin, one of the 
early Irish families in Wilmington. 
Mr. Carlin later shared ownership 
with James (Jim) Kelley, Wilmington 
Town Clerk and Selectman. The 
history of the building has never been 
adequately explored. 

Tt was Jim Kelley who gave the land 
next door to the Archbishop of Boston, 
on which the old St. Thomas Church 
was érected, and on which the library 
stands. It was Jim Kelley who com- 
piled the Births, Marriages and 
Deaths book, in the Town Clerk's of- 
fice, still: an item of interest to 
Wilmington-eitizens. -And-lastly, it 
was Jim Kelley, with stéel eye glasses 
perched on his forehead, who used to 
‘preside at some of the town meetings 
held in the Town Hall and who. would 
occasionally make a sarcastic com-

Audit cuts $88,000 
in state aid 


Bad news for taxpayers arrived at 
the Wilmington Town Hall on Tues- 
day. The Massachusetts Department 
of Corporations and Taxation ‘in- 
formed the town that it will not 
receive $88,000 in state education 
funds anticipated in the ‘‘cherry 
sheet.” 

The decrease was due to an audit 


adjustment for special education 
funds from 1976. 

Under the “‘cherry sheet,"’ the town 
would have received $2,132,000. The 
reduced amount will be $2,043,000. 

With the town’s annual budget in the 
area of $15.5 million, the $88,000 loss 
will mean a difference in the tax rate 
of about one-half dollar

All Star in the boondocks

I was all set to do a wrap-up feature 
on the Wilmington High School 
baseball champions this week. But 
last Tuesday morning Ipicked up the 
Boston Globe and flipped to the school 
sports section fully expecting to see 
Star Wildcat righthander Jim 
Stewart's name in the group of 
players that the Globe calls .'*The 
Team.’ ‘'The Team’’ of All- 
Scholastic Stars for 1977 does not in- 
clude Jim Stewart - for reasons that 
are not clear to me and many other 
Merrimack Valley Conference 
baseball fans who watched Jimmy 
turn in one of the most outstanding 
seasons - both on the mound and at the 
plate - in the history of Merrimack 
Valley baseball play. 

Granted you can't please all of the 
people all of the time when selecting 
an all-star team. But the Globe has a 
history of overlooking the players in 
the Merrimack Valley when it comes 
to first team selections. What is even 
more unbelievable is that Stewart 
didn't even make the first team 
bench. I'd like to have a reserve like 
Jim on my bench if I was putting 
together a quality baseball team. 
Make no mistake about it - the Globe 
team is a super club - but anyone who 
rants and raves over the omission of 
Wilmington's Stewart from the roster 
has a highly legitimate gripe. 

The following letter was written by 
school sports fan Hugh Wiberg - and 
he sums up what I'm sure are the 
feelings of many area fans who feel a 
genuine star was overlooked. It is ad- 
dressed to Globe school sports editor 
Neil Singelais. ‘i 
Dear Mr. Singelais 

The Boston Globe, it is generally 
acknowledged, is the largest, and in 
many ways the most prestigeous 
newspaper in New England. The 
prevailing feeling is, not without con- 
siderable justification: if the Globe 
Says a particular group of athletes (in 
this case the All Scholastic baseball 
players) are the best around, well sir, 
you better believe they are! 

The wrjter of this letter, is ad- 
mittedly, just your common, or- 
dinary, garden variety school sports 
fan. (Pro sports have long since turn- 
ed me off, since the ‘business’ con- 
siderations of professional sports now 


far outweigh the atbletic aspects) 
‘Thus, in matters relating to schoolboy 
sports, I defer to the fact that you are 
a professional in this area, as school 
sports editor for the Globe. You have 
access, I'm certain, to considerably 
more information relative to the 


recently concluded baseball season - 


than I (and other fans) do. May I ask 
you two simple questions? And, to 
make it more convenient for you to 
respond (assuming you shall extend 
me this courtesy) I am enclosing a 
stamped, addressed envelope 
Question No. 1: How can it be that, 
with two teams having done rather 
well in the E. Mass. Tournament, 
(Wilmington and Methuen)’ there is 
not a single representative from the 
Merrimack Conference on the Globe's 
first and ‘‘bench” All Scholastic 
teams? 

Question No, 2: How could 
Wilmington’s Jim Stewart and 
Methuen’s Frank Riley be passed 
over, when the first team and back up 
pitchers were selected? 

Undoubtedly you have access to the 
following data on Stewart; May I 
review several points with you: 

(a) Stewart's regular season record 
was 10 plus 1. 

(b) His overall record was 13 plus 1, 
with three tournament wins. 

(c) Stewart's E.R.A. was under 
1.00, having allowed 13 runs in 14 
games. 

(d) Pitching for a small division IT 
school, Stewart compiled most of his 
record against division I schools, in- 
cluding Andover, Billerica, 
Chelmsford, Tewksbury and Methuen. 

(e) In his last start of the season, 
Stewart “‘no hit" Tewksbury 

(f) Stewart, the winningest pitcher 
in Eastern (if not all) Mass., started 
14 games and completed every one of 
them. 

I concede that statistics do not tell 
the whole story, and that is the point 
of this letter. I only have access to the 
stats, and you, surely, are aware of 
the other considerations which go into 
the final selections. 

Please then, Mr. Singelais answer 
these two questions for me, and for 
one or two other confused fans up here 
in the boondocks north of Boston
